those cases seem to me to be ex­ 
ceptions to the rule, although I'm 
not so naive as to think all the spots 
of bother 
between our two coun­ 
tries have been rubbed out. 
Real Comradery 
Taking it by and large, 
there 
exists between the Allies a cordiality 
—and in many cases a real com­ 
radery—which wasn’t even dream ed 
of in World W ar I. 
Looking back at the last con­ 
flict. I recall turning my back on 
a British general and leaving the 
room, because he made a bitterly 
derogatory* remark about a Presi­ 
dent of the United States. 
On the 
other hand, as an American cor­ 
respondent at British general head­ 
quarters in France I shall not soon 
forget 
the 
consternation 
caused 
when some American officers, fresh 
from the United States with newly 
arrived 
troops, announced 
in 
so 
many words that they knew how- 
to make war and didn’t w ant any 
advice from the British. 
T hat sort of thing went on, with 
Americans. 
British, 
French 
and 
other Allies all contributing their 
share to the mess. The feeling ran 
from the lowest to the highest 
places, even resulting in shocking 
jealousies as to which ally should 
have supreme command In com­ 
bined operations. 
All Share Alike 
And the civilian populations took 
a hand in it. 
Americans got mad 
because Britons called ‘‘elevators’’ 
•‘lifts,” dog gone it, and the English 
made snooty rem arks about th a t 
awful Yankee nasal twang. 
W hat a change now! 
We are 
swapping our resources and our hos­ 
pitality'. 
There's no limit to the 
exchange; the lid is off. 
On the 
battle-fronts it's share and share 
alike, and the greatest soldiers of 
one country are happy to subordi 
nate themselves to the command of 
a colleague from another nation 
if th a t’s best for the cause. 
Tile reason for this remarkable 
change? 
Well, let’s not get senti­ 
m ental but just call it a horse-sensc 
truce. 
Perhaps the most potent factor 
in drawing us together was the m or­ 
tal danger the Allies were in. 
We 
found ourselves fighting for our 
very survival against a barbaric 
enemy who had the initial advan­ 
tage. 
Then, too, we have been 
sm art enough to profit by the mis 
takes and bickerings of the last war. 
Coordinate Effort 
Never before has there been such 
Allied cooperation, and consequent 
coordination of effort, in m ajor mili­ 
tary' and naval operations. Not only 
is there coordination of the three 
fighting arms—air, land and sea— 
among the forces of the individual 
nations, but this coordination ex­ 
tends to the combined Allied forces. 
T hat is to say, all the services of 
each country in a given theatre axe 
at the call of the com m ander-in- 
chief, to intermingle as he chooses. 
It s one for all and all for one 
It was th at willing unity which 
gave the Allies their victory In north 
Africa. I t’s the mainspring of th a t 
greatest 
of 
all 
amphibious 
op­ 
erations which is being carried out 
In Sicily. 
The fair progeny of this coopera­ 
tion are many. 
One of the most 
striking developments of the war is 
Ute specialized training of the vari­ 
ous branches like the commandos 
and paratroops—in many cases a 
joint effort. History never has seen 
such well prepared forces go into 
battle as now are taking the field. 
Physically Perfect 
Many of the American, English, 
Canadian and French soldiers who 
fought their way up the beaches of 
Sicily from the landing barges, un­ 
derwent m onths~and some of them 
years—of terrific training which was 
far more strenuous than Hie actual 
battle experiences. 
They not only 
are physically perfect, but they know 
their jobs the way a pianist knows 
his keys. 
Thousands of these spe­ 
cialists received their training in 
an Allied camp. 
T he antithesis oi this cooperation 
and coordination is the Axis im ­ 
broglio in Sicily. 
There Italians in 
some places are surrendering rather 
th a n fight for the hated Boche and 
the Nazis are reported shooting their 
own Allies.
